'doubt,” Gore shouted with scorn 
in his tones. “The United States 
Housing Authority is in no respect 
self-liquidating. It is not contem- 
plated that any revenue from any 
project will ever be returned to 
the government. The cost of the 
program is paid by 60 annual pay- 
ments from the treasury.”

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Ambitious Spain 

Spain has served notice on Great Britain 
that she wants Gibraltar back. Spain thinks 
Britain got “The Rock” in a way that wasn’t 
quite nice and now, after more than two cen- 
turies, will try to use it as a springboard for 
the return of still other colonies, following the 
Fascist manner. 

Of course, this means the United States will 
have to consider the question of the Philip- 
pines and, nearer home, the islands of the 
Caribbean and the Monroe Doctrine. The 
Spanish chieftains want to rebuild their empire, 
at the cost of other nations. 

Gibraltar became a British possession almost 
by accident, while the nosey islanders were 
involved in the War of the Spanish Succession. 
Against the claims of Philip V, the grandson of 
Louls XIV, England, through membership in 
the Grand Alliance, proposed to land the Arch- 
duke Charles, of the Hapsburg strain, in Spain. 
But a British fleet was beaten off from Barce- 
lona, retreated to Lisbon, was reinforced there 
by English and Dutch ships and, in despera- 
tion, rejected plans for attacks on Barcelona, 
Cadiz or the French fleet, and decided to essay 
the rapture of Gibraltar. Sent on a greater 
mission the commanders feared to return 
empty-handed and so decided upon capture of 
the peninsula which for two hundred and 
thirty-four years has been a symbol of empire 
to the British people and the world. 

To Roman, Arab, Visigoth and Christian it 
has been a symbol of power. Each left their 
mark upon the stone, and, by their control of 
it, upon the history of the world. As Calpe, 
it was one of the known boundaries of the an- 
client world—one of the Pillars of Hercules. 

Small wonder it is, then, that Franco wishes 
to regain The Rock and all it symbolizes. 
Equally, should Britain relinquish that control, 
then the world will be witnessing the collapse 
of the mightiest empire in history, of which it 
is the towering symbol. 

The claim is something that today is not 
of particular significance. England has no in- 
tention of yielding. Yet it casts the shadow of 
what may be expected as Spain licks the scars 
of civil war and struggles to regain a place in 
the sun, 

Meanwhile, America should keep a watch- 
ful eye upon the negotiations. Gibraltar is 
merely the first claim, and the United States 
holds some rich possessions once Spain's, 


Jobs in Atlanta 

That there is no dearth of opportunity to 
make a living in Atlanta is shown in the study 
made public this week by the National Youth 
Administration. The study covered 124 dif- 
ferent types of business. Objective was to de- 
termine the point of Atlanta's capacity to ab- 
sorb young people into industry and to inter- 
pret the occupational trends which may be 
of aid to school authorities in molding instruc- 
tion courses for boys and girls. The study, of 
280 pages, is closely packed with facts and sta- 
tistics, and clearly stresses that this city holds 
a dominant position in the retail trade field. 
For the benefit of thoughtful educators, it 
points out the lines in which employers ex- 
perience difficulty in obtaining satisfactorily 
trained employes. 

Included in the survey are interpretive 
charts, explaining the business and occupation- 
al patterns of the city; employment opportuni- 
ties in business, industry and public service; 
occupations for negroes in Atlanta; occupa-

Textile Wage Differential 
Reports that President Roosevelt is inclined 
to the belief a geographic wage differential in 
the textile industry would be equitable should 
have a heartening effect on those responsible 
for keeping the industry going in the south. 


“The frank testimony at the recent hearing in 


Atlanta pointed to the closing of many mills 
and curtailment in operations of others under 
the proposed nation-wide minimum wage of 
32 1-2 cents per hour effective October 1. 

Mr. Roosevelt indicated, in so many words, 
that a 10 per cent general differential existed 
between New England and the south. His 
statement was based on the fact that south- 
ern workers have lower fuel bills to meet and 
lighter, more inexpensive clothing to buy, be- 
cause of the milder climate. He felt this should 
be taken into consideration in determining the 
wage scale. 

Bitter and unanimous opposition to the dif- 
ferential by northern mill operators points 
definitely to the conclusion that industrialists 
of that section would not be averse to using 
the strong arm of the law to remove a natural 
competitive disadvantage. Yet, when similar 
differentials were being set up by the same 
government based on the same principles of 
dissimilar working conditions on relief-work 
pay rolls, the same gentlemen who now oppose, 
gave full approval. 

As pointed out by many spokesmen for the 
southern textile industry, there is no general 
criticism of the principles of the wage-hour law 
as such. It is generally agreed, however, that 
flat minimum wage scalés, set up under the 
law on a nation-wide basis, without regard to 
natural sectional advantages, would be grossly 
inequitable. In the end they would prove to be 
a disadvantage rather than a help to those in- 
tended to be benefited. Closed mills pay no 
wages. 

While the President’s opinion, in this in- 
stance, does not carry the weight of an actual 
ruling, it is not to be doubted it will have its 
effect in influencing a settlement of the con- 
troversy entirely equitable to the south. 


Courts in Ontario 

Lawyers and laymen alike will find food for 
thought in the interim report of F. H. Barlow, 
master of the supreme court of Ontario, who 
was directed last December to make a survey 
of the administration of justice in the prov- 
ince, with a view to shortening trials, speeding 
litigation, simplifying procedure in criminal 
cases and lessening the tremendous cost of jus- 
tice in general. 

Barlow’s interim report makes several rec- 
ommendations, all thought-provoking. One is 
a proposed major innovation, namely, the pre- 
trial system. The pre-trial Barlow proposes 
would be before a judge, preferably not more 
than two weeks before trial. Its purposes would 
be, principally (1) to examine the nature and 
status of pending litigation, with a view to nar- 
rowing the issues; (2) to provide for admission 
of non-contested facts; (3) to ascertain the 
need of actual trial, for the ultimate purpose 
of obtaining speedier and less-expensive jus- 
tice; and (4) to aid in the negotiation of set- 
tlements where settlements would best serve 
the litigants’ interests. 

Also recommended are abolition of the 
grand jury system and retention of 12-man 
juries in criminal cases, with a provision that 
at least six of the jurors be men whose edu- 
cation has continued beyond primary school. 
Another recommendation is reduction of the 
number of jurors in civil cases to six and put- 
ting an onus of expense on the person seek- 
ing a jury in a civil action, for civil cases 
above the division courts. For civil actions in 
division court, Barlow recommends abolition of 
juries. 

Whether the recommendations will be 
adopted remains to be seen. But adoption would 
be bound to bring widespread reforms in ju- 
dicial proceedings not only in Canada, but 
throughout the world.

CONSERVATIVE TRIUMPH WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Hav- 
ing passed the Hatch bill and 


beaten the splending bill, the conservative coalition in congress is 
closing the session in a blaze of triumph. If the law-makers were 
Roman legionnaires, they would make the President walk under 
their crossed javelins, and would return to their constituencies 
with the New Deal battle-standards draping their chariots and se- 
lected New Dealers, mourning in chains, walking behind. 

Under the circumstances, the political estimates of the last 
months require considerable revision (as political estimates so often 
will). The magic of the President’s name, his continuing personal 
popularity, the clamor of the third term drive—these have caused 
many to forget the evidencés of reviving conservatism in the 1938 
election. The recent happenings on Capitol Hill make it seem more 
than probable that the conservative trend continues, and with grow- 
ing force. 

New Dealers, of course, are sincerely convinced that congress no 
longer represents the sentiment of the country. Searching for 
parallel] situations, they recall for example, the revolt of the senate 
which Calhoun led against Andrew Jackson in his second term. 
They point out that although Calhoun’s coalitionists believed they 
had licked Martin Van Buren and Jackson with him, Old Hickory’s 
protege was overwhelmingly elected by the plain people. But in 
these days, such precedents hardly serve. Communication between 
a member of congress and his constituents is rapid and continuous. 
He soon hears of it, if he is taking undue political risks. And if he 
finds his course risky, he will rise above principle to vote the other 


way next time. 
“| WENT WRONG THERE” The coalition set-up is simple. 
The Republicans, once disor- 
ganized by a healthy terror of the New Deal, have now formed 
strong fighting units both in house and senate. In both houses, 
when a pro and anti-New Deal issue is squarely presented, a shift- 
ing population of conservative Democrats can be counted on to join 
the Republicans to vote against the President. The arrangement is 
not formal. There is nothing calculated about it except the Re- 
publican strategy, originated by Senate Leader Charles L. McNary, 
of refraining from arousing the Democrats’ partisan feelings by in- 
flammatory oratory. Yet the strength of the coalition has increased 


| daily. 


Its power in the house, which is generally considered most di- 
rectly responsive to popular feeling, is particularly significant. In 
the time of the court bill, the house was thought of among New 
Dealers as a dear, biddable old body from which the senate ought 
to take a good lesson. Now, largely because of the remarkable 
work of House Republican Leader Joe Martin, the house flouts the 
President even more openly fhan the senate. The Hatch bill, in 
its present strong form, is the house’s work, and the senate con- 
tented itself with mangling the splending bill, leaving it to the 
house to entomb the remains. 

Under the circumstances, one wonders whether the President 
ever looks back and tells himself, “I went wrong there, and again 
there.” His situation, while uncomfortable, would not be disas- 
trous and Democrats would not be found in coalition with Repub- 
licans if he had not been obstinate in the court fight, determined to 
have Alben W. Barkley for senate majority leader, and grimly set 
on the purge. These incidents, convincing Democratic ccnservatives 
that only 100 per centers were welcome on the New Deal side, are 
the real foundation of the coalition. 


ROUGH ALIGNMENT The excitable moral clamor against the 


purge is now, one hopes, forgotten. 
What deserves to be remembered is the purge’s motive, which was 
a desire for straight-out political realignment. In desiring realign- 
ment, the President and the New Dealers were convinced that if 
all liberals were Democrats and all conservatives Republicans, the 
liberals would form the larger party. With the conservative coali- 
tion, however, a rough realignment has finally taken place, and it 
is just the other way round. 

It goes without saying that the realignment will not. be con- 
tinued through the election. For one thing, too much of the con- 
servative Democratic strength is in the one-party south. Yet if 
the rough realignment of the present foreshadows the electorate’s 
feelings in the future, the New Dealers had better finesse 1940 and 
make their play for 1944. The most optimistic among them realize 
that if the third term is an issue, the campaign will be bitter enough 
to leave lasting scars in the country. Scars inflicted to no purpose 
do only harm.

YOU HAVEN’T SEEN THEIR LETTERS I! remember once 


seeing a girl of 
six take the first step of her life. Her crooked legs had been 
straightened by an operation. She wore her first shoes. She took 
her first step. 
She looked up with a very real rapture in her eyes and said, 
“It feels good to walk.” 

It is difficult to imagine what the simpler assets of life mean 
to those deprived of them. We cannot imagine what absolute 
joy there can be in having blindness removed so that one may see; 
in having hearing restored so that one may hear music and the 
voices of friends; in being able to walk after being helpless so to 
do. Those assets of life, which we take for granted and of which 
we hardly are conscious, are tremendous things. 

So, in a complex world, is the ability to read and write. 

To us, the written pages of a newspaper, a book, a letter or 
@ magazine are not magic. Yet how many of us have seen the 
hungry eyes of one who cannot read or write looking at one who 
is reading or writing? 

Some of the most human documents on file anywhere are to be 
found in the office files of J. I. Allman, director of adult education 
in the state. 

Look at the great mass of them. Reach in a hand and take 
one at random. It is from Toccoa, Ga., Route 1. Look at the 
penciled letters, carefully, laboriously done. Read them and let 
their stark simplicity tug at your emotions: 

“IT have been in school since April. I have learned to read and 
write. I am 68 years old and I like school fine. I can write now. 
I wrote my first letter in July.” 

Pick up another—“I am 54 years old and going to school. This 
is my first letter. I want to learn to read and write well.” 

The penciled words have to be seen—the type can't tell the 
story they tell of joy and hope. You must see the tablet paper, 
the smudged finger-prints. You must picture the face of a man 
or woman, grown old without being able to read or write, bending 
over that paper, faces aglow as they watch their pencil trace out 
letters which the brain directs. 


THE JOY OF READING Read a few more. Pick them up 
: and look: “I am 30 years old. I 
am reading in the reading book the state sent me... .” 

“I am 68 years old. I have learned to read and write. Please 
send me a Bible story book... .” 

“I have learned to read and write. Miss Della Payne is my 
teacher. I enjoy the class. I hope to continue my studies, I am 
46 years old... .” 

“I started to school four months ago. I am 37 years old. My 
husband works on WPA. He goes to night classes. I like to read.” 

“T have learned the Ten Commandments. I have read the coun- 
try life reader. I have a little girl going to city school and a boy 
in the nursery school... .” | 

“I have read five books. I have learned how to take care of 
my children. I have three. I like to read mighty well.” 

Those are some of the letters pulled from the files. 

Their voices sound as pitiful and as glad as that of the smal! 
girl who looked up and said: , 

“It feels good to walk.” 

It feels good to see. It feels good to hear. It feels good to run 
and swim and play. And to those to whom the written and print- 


‘ed word has been a dark mystery, it feels good to read and write. 


A new world opens up. 

_ The people who put their heads down and wept when they first 
signed their name to a letter; those who sobbed when, as a teacher 
directed, they slowly wrote the first letter to a mother or a father— 
they are our people. They are a part of the school system which 
must be refinanced. It is important. None can deny that. 


GEORGIA’S ILLITERATES The census of 1930 revealed there 

3 were in Georgia 210,736 people 
who could not write their names. There are a surprising number 
of people who can sign their names and who cannot read or write 
anything else. They often are classed as literate. There just is no 
telling how many near-illiterates there are in Georgia. 

Certainly, one person of every ten in Georgia is an illiterate and 
almost 50 per cent of the remainder have an education of the fourth 
grade level. 

If this is not worth considering by the proper officials and rep- 
resentatives, then nothing else is worthy of attention. 

The welfare departments report that more than 90 per cent of 
their clients are of the fourth grade level. 

Prisons report most of their prisoners are of that same educa- 
tional level. 

School workers report that in most instances investigation of 
why children are not in school will reveal the parents are un- 
educated, 

It is a very tremendous problem. I am sure those who recom- 
mended that money for adult education be not provided, had not 
thought it through. Progress was being made. It is necessary for 
the state’s future that it be renewed.

In all civilized lands there are two classes of people. To one a 
dollar is something to be worked for and quickly spent for necessi- 
ties or pleasure; to the other it is something that will earn from three 
to six cents a year if carefully guarded. 

One works six days a week from youth to old age; the other 
works, if at all, by sitting at a desk and giving orders. One, 
though often happy, has neither security nor freedom from anxiety; 
the other is protected and privileged. One has little acquaintance 
with luxury or ease; the other has everything—spacious rooms with 
high ceilings; luxurious furniture, silver and crystal linen, cut 
flowers, the feel of silk, servants, books, beauty, power, respect. 

Money alone divides the two classes; for no matter how much 
they differ now, it was money that made the difference possible— 
that paid for schooling and culture and grace, and encouraged the 
development of good taste, good breeding and social poise, A few 
generations of money transformed lousy and unshorn pirates into 
English noblemen. 

Those born into the more fortunate class, knowing no other way 
of living, regard their privileged status as normal and right; the 
others, if they learn to think, resent the trick of Fate that left them 
behind the eight ball. 

Since the poor in Egypt revolted and seized control and almost 
ruined the country four thousand years ago, this class has made 
sporadic effort all through the centuries to better its condition by 
violence; and the more fortunate class, fearful of losing its soft 
snap, has employed force to discourage rebellion and keep the poor 
“in their place.” 

The bloody revolution in France was not, like ours, a right for 
independence, but that most cruel and heartless and malicious of 
all conflicts—a fight between classes. And the Red revolution in 
Russia, which kindled the fires now blazing in every land, was a 
revolt of the down-trodden against their masters. They won, and 
achieved equality quickly by butchering their betters. 

Free America has escaped class hatred and class wars for the 
simple reason that classes cannot remain static where men are free, 
Fooling with the stock market can change the lordliest gentiman 
into a bum, and the poorest and commonest can climb to the very 
top, as Edison, Ford, Chrysler, Hoover and hosts of others did, if 
they have the ability. 

Today with class war simmering everywhere, statesmen fear to 
make war lest their own people turn against them. 

America is free of class hatred, except in the foreign born who 
brought their malice with them and haven't yet learned what free- 
dom means. It will remain free of class hatred so long as freedom 
and equality give every individual the opportunity to win and keep 
every reward to which his industry and his abilities entitle him— 
but not one hour longer. 

If we will, we can watch the world’s mad turmoil from a safe 
distance, so long as we preserve freedom and a fair deal for all 


our people.

That view is not wholly sustained by the study 
of 28 presumably representative “cellar clubs” 
just completed by the celebrated Henry Street 
Settlement. The investigators found that while 
the rendezvous were not the most wholesome of 
places neither were they the schools of sin they 
had been represented to be. In fact, it was found 
that, as a means of protecting themselves against 
police interference, a large number of the clubs 
had banded themselves into a federation and had 
adopted an ethical code which prohibits, among 
other things, profanity, lewdness, immoderate 
drinking and even “loud, boisterous noise.” 

From these facts a few conclusions seem fairly 
obvious. The first is that for youth recreation is 
as much a necessity as food or rest, and that ne- 
cessity is sharpened rather than diminished by 
poverty, poor housing and uninteresting labor. 
Another is that, if these “cellar clubs” have not 
developed anti-social tendencies, it is due to the 
good sense of their young members and not at all 
to the city government. 

New York's “cellar clubs” undoubtedly sig- 
nify a deficiency in the recreation system of that 
city. The lack of wholesome play facilities under 
supervision of expert directors has given rise to 
organizations which have no community spirit or 
civic responsibility but are interested

CITY BANKRUPTCY ACT. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—(?)— 
The senate passed today a meas- 
ure broadening and continuing the 
municipal bankruptcy act. The 
act, which permits municipalities 
to file voluntary petitions in 
bankruptcy upon consent of cred 
itors holding 51 per cent of mu- 
nicipal obligations, would be con- 
tinued by the bill from June 30, 
1940, to June 30, 1942. 
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
